GOVERNMENT 
BY 
INJUNCTION. 


The Question of "government by in- 


lui.ction'Vwill be revived 'by the decis- 
ion of'Judge Jackson of 'the Federal 
District Court ol West Virginia in cer- 
tain 
contempt cases. His 
decision 


stretches Judicial authority to a limit 
that public sentiment and the judiciary 
of the country -at large has never sanc- 
tioned, although he.has followed lines 
laid 
flown 
by several other Federal 


judges. The trouble with'his 
method 


is that it denies the accused due pro- 
cess of law and the right of trial by 
jury. Contempt for violation of an in- 


lon is punished by summary ac- 
In effect the judge makes the 


in injunction ca.ses and then acts 


as judge and jury when persons a-re ac- 
cused 
of violating- his order. If he 


does 
not technically overstretch his 


jurisdiction in making the original or- 
der of injunction—and Federal judges 
are given a v/ide sweep of discretion in 
such, matters—those whom he adjudges 
guilty of violating his judicial man- 
date have no redress when he imposes 


^scfrhmary. 
penalties. 
Authority 
so 


broad and elastic should not be exert- 
ed -without grave deliberation and in 
a necessary exigency, nor should 
it 


be used arbitrarily or vindictively. 


It ^ may -well be doubted 
i£ 
Judge 


Ja'ckson's action will either allay -the 
discontent in the coal mining regions or 
operate to 'bring about a speedier ad- 
justment 
of the existing difficulties 


between 
the mine owners and their 


employes. It ivill certainly not bring 
about a .better" feeling nor a greater 
respect for the law. 


At the instance of the mine owners 


Judge Jackson issued an 
order 
re- 


straining certain labor agitators and 
the representatives of the labor unions 
from organizing or promoting an agi- 
tabioajEpr the redress of certain griev- 
ances fTTJJtSN^'hic-h the miners claimed 
to be suffering?. 
Unless these griev- 


ances were repressed it was proposed 
to inaugurate a\ general strike. 
The 


injunction was directed at the labor 
unions and -their ^official representa- 
tives 
and certain outsiders, notably 


"Mother': Jones, an aged woman wrio 
has made herself quite prominent in 
urging the miners to -resist the labor 
and wage conditions imposed by their 
employers. •' 


The persons so enjoined paid no heed 


to the order, and were consequently 
arrested 
for contempt of court. 
It 


wasifor the judge to say whether they! 
had-violated his order or not and to i 
fix the penalty in ease he found them | 
guirly. As .he had1 to pass upon the j 
legality and -propriety of his original' 
order, it -was. a foregone conclusion that \ 
he would find them guilts' as he has 
done. The question is one of law, of 
course, but in Us -broader aspect it is j 
one of public policy. The -judge might I 
have the technical power to issue the j 
injunction,: but the power is clisere- j 
tionary. aiid the -question really to be • 
considered is not whether judicial pow- 
ers 
have been exceeded or not but

-The lamentations of the German press 


over the downfall o£ the Boer republics 
ancl the destruction of Dutch nation- 
ality in South Africa are in wide con- 
trast to articles in the same papers 
advocating the sternest of repressive 
measures 
to eradicate the language 


and national sentiment of the 
Poles. 


Whatever England has 'done in South 
Africa, she has not compelled the Boers 
to learn a foreign language nor have 
women and children been sent to jail 
for protesting against Catholic 
chil- 


dren being forced to say 
Protestant 


prayers in the public schools. 
M may 


be argued that the German government 
is not responsible for this attempt to 
root their mother tongue and their an- 
cestral religion out of the Poles, but 
this "is true only in a sense. 
Strictly 


speaking, the Kingdom o£ Prussia lias 
put the repressive measures in force, 
Posen being a Prussian province, but 
the Emperor of Germany is king of 
Prussia, which dominates the policy of 
the Imperial government. 
It is im- 


possible therefore for the Kaiser to 
escape responsibility. 
It Is bad enough 


to compel a conquered people to learn 
an alien speech to the neglect of their 
own tongue, but It is infinitely 'worse 
to force upon thei-r children in the pub- 
lic schools the tenets of a faith differ- 
ent from the one in which -they were 
baptized and reared.

to Be a Bettle. 


July 2o.—Any person 


hitching a horse to a tree within the 
limits of Berkeley will 
be 
arrested. 


Such is the edict of the town authori- 
ties and such Marshal Kerns says will 
be enforced to Us very letter. 
The 


trees of Berkeley must be protected 
even if its citizens lack hitching- posts. 


The attitude of the town authorities 


is .the result of a nuisance -which has 
been becoming- dally worse, and worse, 
and which is threatening- to 
destroy 


some of the most beautiful trees of the 
college town. 
The elms lining Center 


street have been almost entirely killed 
by horses eating 
their leaves and 
branches, and biting their trunks. 


The problem has been worrying- the 


Board of Trustees for some time, but 
the solution was 
found 
yesterday. 


Buried in the dirt and dust of years 
a -book was- found containing an 
or- 


dinance, dated July 18, 1SS1, which cov- 
ers the case exactly. And so the town 
authorities and the ladies of the Hill- 
side Club, 
who have 
undertaken 
to 


beautify the town are happy. 
The ordinance reads: "It 
shall be 


unlawful for any person to tether 
or 


hitch any animal to any shade tree or 
ornamental tree, ior to stake, case or 
box about su-ch tree upon any of the 
public 'Streets or grounds of the Town 
of Berkeley, or upon any of the streets 
or grounds dedicated to the public use 
within said town." 
The penalty is a fine of not more than 


$15 nor less than $5, or by imprisonment 
not exceeding five 'days or less than 
two days, or by both fine and impris- 
onment. 


PHOSPHORESCENT INSECT 


PROVES TO BE A BEETLE. 


BERKELEY, July 25.—Professor C. 


W. 
Woodworth of the 
Entymology 


Department of the State University, 
has received the phosphorescent insect 
which has caused such a, stir in the 
scientific world, and is now studying 
it in the hope of determining its genius 
and species. 


It is the largest phosphorescent in- 


sect .of which any account can be found 
and is of peculiar Interest to the people 
of California in that it was found in 
Madera county. 


From his study thus far, Professor 


Wood-worth is inclined to believe that 
the insect is a ground beetle or carabid, 
in an intermediate stage between the 
larva and pupa. After he has had an 
opportunity to study it more thorough- i 
iy, Professor Woodworth will publish a 
full description of it. 
When inactive the phosphorence 
of 


the insect can be -barely seen. When 
the insect becomes active, however, the 
light brightens and the insect fairly 
glows. The phosphorence can be seen 
only as the insects articulates. 


WORK OF ASSISTANT WINS 


RECOGNITION IN EUROPE. 


BERKELEY, 
July 
25.—Arthur S. 


King, an assistant in Physics at the 
State "University, has recently publish- 
ed a. pamphlet, which %as 
attracted 


general attention in the scientific cir- 
cles of Europe. 
The complete title of 


the pamphlet is "-Some New Peculiari- 
ties in the Structure of the Cyanogen 
Bands." 
Professor Kayser, the fore- 


most German physicist of the time, in 
a, new text book which he has just is- 
sued, devotes a page to the discussion 
of Mr. King's work, and calls it a most 
important contribution to the knowl- 
edge of band spectra. 
Such recogni- 


tion is very rare and is a high compli- 
ment to Mr. King's ability as a physic- 
ist.The work is very technical and will 
not serve for popular reprint.

RARE FLOWERS BLOOM 
AT UNIVERSITY CONSERVATORY. 


BERKELEY, July 29.—Two 
flowers 


are now; in bloom at the conservatory 
of the State University, which on ac- 
count of the rarity with which they 
can be found in California, will repay 
the trouble of a visit to the building. 
One of the flowers, an orchid technical- 
ly known as the "Coincidium Splendi- 
dum" is of a very rare and valuable 
species, and can 
-be found only 
in 


Guatemala, A plant was obtained with 
great difficulty by the State Univer- 
sity, and it is now blooming for the 
first time. 
The flowers grow on a long 


atalK, and are far from beautiful. On 
account of the difficulty of obtaining 
the flower, however, they bring a very 
large price in the States. 


Another flower which will be of par- 


ticular interest to students of the State 
University is a blue and gold lily. The 
lily grows in the water. 
Its stamens 


are o£ deep gold, its petals -being blue. 
The Illy is a hybrid, and was obtained 
with great difficulty -by the University. 
But one flower is now in bloom. 
The success attending the conserva- 
tory in its effort to grow these plants 
successfully is due in large part 
to 
Mr. Joseph Jouchim. who has been con- 
nected with the conservatory for some 
time. Mr. Jouchim obtained his eavLy 
training in France and Germany. 
An 


Alameda firm brought him to the coast 
for the especial purpose of attending .to 
their orchids. From A.lameda he came 
to the University, where he has suc- 
ceeded in obtaining some remarkable 
results at the conservatory.

UNIVERSITY MAKES IMPORTANT 


DISCOVERIES IN EGYPT. 


BERKELEY, July 25. — That the pre- 


historic Egyptians "were the same in rac-e 
as the (Egyptians 
under 
the dynastic 


Kings, and not, as conrmonly hitherto as- 
serted, distinct, is believed to have been 
demonstrated by discoveries made with- 
in the past few months by the Egyptian 
expedition of the University of Califor- 
nia. 


On excavating a cemetery discovered in 


January, Dr. Reisner founid that a lucky 
chance led this prehistoric race to bury 
in a. salty bit of ground and that the 
bodies were mumm'ifled by -the soil. Sev- 
eral bodies were found in un almost per- 
fect state of preservation, and examples 
were unearthed besides of all the delicate 
external and internal human organs. 


An account of '-the results written by 


Dr. 'Elito-Smlth will 'be published soon 
by the University in one of the Egypto- 
logical series. It -is expected that this ar- 
ticle will be conclusive in support of the 
theory that the prehistoric and dynastic- 
Egyptians were the same.

degradation of being behind the bars. 


"I was given the limit of the law." 


he said bitterly. "I never expected it. 
I don't think I deserved it. I thought

have never been up before him on any 
other occasion.

"It was all done because of taking 


too much liciuor, I am sorry to say. You 
know what a man will do when he 
drinks too much. I made some 
noise 


and used pretty haird language, but I 
lost control of myself. Whenever I get 
a taste of liquor, it is all up with me. 
I've got to keep drinking until I don't 
kno-w what'. T am doing. 
Sometimes I 


can go along without touching liquor 
for a considerable time, but -when 
I 


get the taste of the stuff I can't con- 
trol myself. It has happened that way 
several times. T am sorry to say. T 
don't know what can ho done now ex- 
cept to 'bear it, but T think the punish- 
ment :was too severe.
